As to availability of the land 
in question, he told the com­ 
mission that Southern Pacific 
officials reported that their pro­ 
perty is not for sale. 
TWO COUNTY agencies were 
asked to give testimony by the 
Planning Commission and both 
lent their support to the Coa­ 
chella Valley opponents of the 
plant. 
County Health Officer Ever­ 
ett Stone, on behalf of the 
county health department, said 
that the department felt “that 
the establishment of such a 
plant is definitely questionable 
in its effect on the safety and 
general welfare of the public 
of Coachella Valley.” 
He added that the San Gor- 
gonio Pass area is one of the 
principal escape routes of smog 
from the Los Angeles area, and 
by the time it has reached the 
site of the proposed cement 
plant it has dissipated, but the 
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adding to it of cement dust 
“would greatly increase the 
haze of the upper part of the 
valley." 
THE OTHER AGENCY to 
make a report to the Commis­ 
sion was the subcommittee of 
the county Air Pollution Study 
Committee. Its report follows: 
“Our studies to date indicate 
that cement plants, if uncon­ 
trolled and unregulated, are a 
prolific source of air pollution, 
and are capable of producing 
serious deleterious effects. 
“Furthermore, our studies in­ 
dicate that even under the best 
remedial procedures now avail­ 
able, with the use of the most 
effective anti-pollution devices 
and techniques economically 
feasible, only ninety to ninety- 
seven per cent effectiveness is 
possible. 
•THE REMAINING three to 
10 per cent constitute a serious 
source of pollution, easily vis­ 
ible and otherwise noticeable 
at a 
considerable 
distance 
from such plants. 
“The presence in any vicin­ 
ity of such a source of air- 
pollution has a tendency to 
depress property values, may 
adversely affect agricultural 
activities, generally results in 
charges that the health of local 
residents is being impaired, and 
has a tendency to reduce mi­ 
gration into the area by per­ 
sons in search of recreation or 
better health. 
"ACCORDINGLY, we are of 
the opinion that such economic 
benefits as may flow from the 
operation of a cement plant are 
more than outweighed by un­ 
desirable effects, when such an 
operation is conducted in rea­ 
sonable proximity to any area 
containing a substantial con­ 
centration of population. 
“And since we are of the 
opinion that the site of the 
proposed plant is within such 
proximity to a very substan­ 
tial concentration of population, 
we feel that it would not be 
in the best interests of the 
people in the County of River­ 
side, to permit the establish­ 
ment of this industry on the 
site proposed.” 
MANY COACHELLA Valley 
groups turned out to oppose the 
plant and thousands of words
